Letters, one to Sir James Symonds at one time was 
for three hundred pound, which was noted in the 
Acquitrance for a Charitable Uſe, but ic was for 
the carrying on of this Wicked Deſign, or Maſter 
Evers told me not true.

Burnin America, Son of John de Faria 
a Jew, of St. Giles n the Fields Gent. 
Taken upon Oath before Me Edmund 
Warcupp Eſq; one 'of His Majeſties 
Juſtices of the Peace in the ſaid County 

and City, in preſence of John Arnold 
Eſquire, by Command of the Right Ho= 
norable the Lords Committees, for Diſ= 
covery of the late Popiſh Plot. 26. Octob.

His Informant faith; Thar, betnga Linaner 
in Antwerp 1n Flanders, in the year 1675. 
| by theiperſuaſion of Three of: the Siſters 
of Sir George Wakeman, . then, 1n, the Nunnery of 
Sta. Tereſia, and of Father Worſely #Jefus, hg be- 
came a Roman Catholick;, and' often Cammuni- 
cated at his hand. And the ſaid erſely then per- 
ſuadedthis Informant to came mto England, and 
he would ,make thus Informant happy. ; and then 
eave this Informant 35 Piſtols in Gold, to bear this 
Informant's charges tor England. But this Inform- 
ant did not immediately tollow tyumto England,

but took up Arms, and was a Captain Lievte- 
nant under Colonel Montgomery, in the Prince of 
Orange's Service, where he practiſed to make and 
throw hand-Granadocs, and grew to ſome note 
for that Service; and in the ycar 1678, this In- 
fotmant being in Ereland, and well verſed in 
Seven or Eight Languages was preterred to be 
Interpreter and Secretary of Languages to Gaſpar 
Abrew de Freitas Ambaſſador in ordinary from 
the Prince of Portzgal to the King of England.
